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Hope Otter Rotters 
scheme will return 


THE Otter Rotters recycling collection 
scheme continues to be on hold after a 
meeting with MPs failed to produce an 
immediate solution - but there is hope 
for the scheme. 
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The constructive meeting, which saw 
East Devon MP Sir Hugo Swire, Honiton and 
Tiverton MP Neil Parish and East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Councillor and Environment cabinet 
member Iain Chubb listen to the concerns of 
the group, ended with Neil Parish saying he 
will attempt to tackle some of the Environment 
Agency red tape that is currently restricting 
the group. 

The politicians listened to the concerns of the 
group and members of the public, and agreed 
that Otter Rotters was far more than just a re¬ 
cycling group, after hearing about the work 
they do with providing opportunities to disad¬ 
vantaged groups and individuals. 

Otter Rotters is currently struggling to oper¬ 
ate after Devon County Council proposed to re¬ 
duce the amount paid per tonne to community 
recycling groups by half. 

Devon County Council backtracked on the 
proposal and said that the cost cutting mea¬ 
sures will now take place over three years in¬ 
stead, hoping to lessen the blow on recycling 
groups. 

Otter Rotters director Mandy Jennings said: 
“Otter Rotters met with East Devon MPs Neil 


Parish and Sir Hugo Swire and we are awaiting 
an update from them. 

“We hope to make progress with the difficul¬ 
ties surrounding a recent decision by Devon 
County Council to cut Recycling Credit rates to 
community composters in Devon (despite there 
being no change to the income formula to the 
DCC waste budget going forwards). 

“A kerbside collection has a number of oper¬ 
ating costs including significant fees that are 
set by government agencies and therefore we 
have asked the MPs to review the whole picture 
in an effort to restore a balanced approach to 
community organisations.” 

Otter Rotters have said they hope to be pro¬ 
viding a kerbside collection soon, with one 
member, Dean Mallon, saying he was itching to 
get back and provide a service to the people of 
East Devon. 

Dean told the MPs: “I’d be out there now if we 
could, providing the service that people really 
appreciate. 

“We are far more than just a recycling group. 
Otter Rotters has such a large social aspect to 
it which is very underrated. 

“If we know an older resident has recently 
suffered a loss or has been experiencing prob¬ 
lems, we are more than happy to have a chat 
with them and help them in any way we can. 


Too few candidates 
for West Hill election 

WEST Hill has failed to produce enough can¬ 
didates to hold an election for its newly 
formed council, with only five people com¬ 
ing forward to fill the seven places. 

West Hill residents have been battling for a 
split from Ottery St Mary Town Council for 
several years and East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil granted them permission in 2016. 

As of April 1st, West Hill became a separate 
parish to Ottery St Mary, and asked villagers 
to put their names forward to represent their 
fellow residents on the council. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the election was uncontested as only 
five residents put their names forward. 

Jessica Bailey, Alan Cook, Christopher Hall, 
Margaret Hall and Jo Talbot are the residents 
that will form West Hill's first ever council. 

Councillors Bailey, Christopher Hall and 
Talbot all represented West Hill on the parish 
council. 

Margaret Hall, who had been the chair of 
the campaign for West Hill's own parish 
council, said: "We are excited that at long 
last West Hill has its own parish council. 

"We had hoped to have a fully democratic 
election, but we are confident that more 
people will come forward to fill the vacan¬ 
cies. 

"The new council's priorities will be to pro¬ 
tect and enhance our lovely village - we 
want to avoid inappropriate development, 
enhance the walking routes around the vil¬ 
lage, improve road safety, and look after our 
trees and hedge banks. 

"We want to support our village clubs and 
organisations which are so important to our 
community." 

A resident in West Hill, who wished not to 
be named, said they felt that the lack of can¬ 
didates who put their names forward, shows 
that a lot of the village didn't want or care 
about a parish council. 

The resident added: "At one point the cam¬ 
paign group said that 60 per cent of the vil¬ 
lage wanted the split from Ottery Town 
Council, but that was 60 percent of the peo¬ 
ple who responded to the consultation, 
which worked out at just over 10 per cent of 
the actual population." 

The two vacancies for the town council will 
be filled through co-option. 

The first meeting of the new council will be 
on Tuesday, May 16th at 7.30pm in West Hill 
Village Hall.

Be prepared! Doctors’ advice 
ahead of the Easter break 


DOCTORS in Devon and Somerset are urging 
residents to consider their options over the 
coming Easter Weekend, as most surgeries will 
be closed over the holiday. 

Most GP surgeries will be closed from Good 
Friday (April 14th) until Tuesday, April 18th. 

But there is still a wide range of different NHS 
services available which provide fast and effec¬ 
tive advice and treatment. 

Dr Simon Kerr, a GP in Ottery St Mary and 
chairman of the Northern locality NHS NEW 
Devon CCG said: “Getting out and about and 
catching up with jobs in the house and garden 
over the Easter break are what lots of us enjoy. 

“But accidents happen and it makes sense to 
plan ahead, so if we need treatment or advice 
when the GP surgery is closed, we know where 
to go. 

“If it’s a life-threatening emergency, dial 999 
or go to A&E. But A&E is for the most serious 
cases, and we need the doctors there to be free 
to deal with those. 

“Request your repeat prescription in plenty of 
time - Tuesday (today) is the final date to put 
your order in at most surgeries. And have a 
look through your medicine cabinet to make 
sure you have the basics to deal with minor ail¬ 
ments.” 

Dr Ed Ford, Somerset Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group’s chairman, said: “Remember, you 
can help yourself and the NHS when you get the 
right treatment for your level of illness or in¬ 
jury. 
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“If you only have a minor illness or ailments 
then visit your local pharmacist. They can help 
with expert advice and over-the-counter reme¬ 
dies. 

“If you need urgent medical advice but it is 
not a life threatening emergency, then tele¬ 
phone NHS 111. Their call handlers can tell you 
anything from where to find an emergency den¬ 
tist to getting you an out-of-hours doctor.”

Devon Tories go 
against own policy 
on schools’ funding 

DEVON Conservatives have launched a petition 
against their own Government, calling on them 
to properly fund the county's schools. 

East Devon MP Hugo Swire has signed the pe¬ 
tition and has been vocal in his opposition of 
cuts that are being proposed across schools in 
the area. 

The petition reads: "Each pupil in Devon re¬ 
ceived £290 less than the national average. Con¬ 
servatives in Devon believe this is not right. 

"The current/recent Government consultation 
is flawed and does not improve the situation. 

"We therefore call on Government to increase 
the funding for the young people of Devon. 

"We would ask you to support our petition for 
increased funding for the young people of 
Devon."

Schools across East Devon are set to see mas¬ 
sive reductions in funding, after the Government 
launched their Fairer Funding Formula. 

Honiton Community College Principal Glenn 
Smith described the cuts as "destroying our chil¬ 
dren's future," adding that the Government was 
"decimating our education system". 

Schools from across East Devon have spoken 
out against the cuts, as a majority will be affected 
by the new Government initiative. 
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Extra money for 
South West roads 

DEVON and Somerset county councils will be 
able to bid for a share of £490 million of govern¬ 
ment funding to improve their roads. 

The funding, which will be for schemes across 
England from 2018 to 2020, is designed to tackle 
congestion and provide upgrades to local roads 
to improve journey times. 

Bids are encouraged for a wide variety of 
schemes which will cut congestion, including 
making use of technology and by opening up 
the data held by local councils. 

The pot of money is from the National Produc¬ 
tivity Investment Fund, which is providing 
£1.3billion to enhance transport links to boost 
growth. 

Transport Minister Andrew Jones said: “We 
are investing record amounts on our roads - 
spending more than £23billion on providing 
better journeys for motorists. 

“We are also committing a further £1.3billion 
up to 2020 to cut congestion and provide impor¬ 
tant upgrades to ensure our roads are fit for the 
future. 

“This money will allow councils to go even 
further to improve their roads and will be tar¬ 
geted at areas which need it most, providing a 
significant boost to the UK’s economy.” 

Highways England is also spending £220mil- 
lion on congestion relief schemes at identified 
traffic hotspots; this is providing £32million for 
pinch point projects in the South West.

A FOOTPATH between Millwey Rise and Wey¬ 
croft has been completed and officially opened.

This will be the ninth con¬ 
secutive year Dr McKenna 
takes part in the canoe 
Marathon to raise money 
for ARC. 

He said: "In 2017 the race 
is dedicated to the incredi¬ 
ble team of all the clinicians, 
associates, colleagues, ex¬ 
ecutive trustees, volunteers 
and supporters who have 
helped make ARC so special 
to so many of the local resi¬ 
dents. 

"Nine consecutive races, 
ten consecutive ARC years 
of practice. 

"I am equally proud of 


both these achievements." 

The race, known on the 
circuit as DW, has been held 
annually during Easter 
weekend since 1948, and 
has 77 portages (where ves¬ 
sels are carried around an 
obstacle in water or over¬ 
land between waterways) 
along its 125 miles. 

The first 50 miles or so are 
along the Kennet and Avon 
Canal to Reading, the rest 
on the River Thames. 

Team McKenna/Wakley 
set a personal best last year, 
crossing the finishing line 
after 21 hours and 37 min¬ 
utes. 

Although being almost ten 
years older since their first 
race, they hope to set an¬ 
other personal best. 

Dr McKenna said: "In en¬ 
durance racing you tend to 
age well. 

"There will be a tail-off at 
some point, but at the mo¬ 
ment we still have scope for 
improvement." 

ARC was formed in 2007 
by psychotherapist Cather¬ 
ine Davies. It is an indepen¬ 
dent body but integrated 
with the NHS mental health

her books to Axminster Library, saying the 
town’s name has “a striking, almost fear¬ 
some taste to it”. 

Christina E Pilz, who specialises in histor¬ 
ical fiction, has written a series of books 
imagining the travels of Oliver Twist and 
Artful Dodger through the Westcountry 
after fleeing London, with much of the ac¬ 
tion set in Axminster and Lyme Regis.

“We got chatting about her love of Devon 
and she very kindly agreed to donate books 
one to three to Axminster Library for local 
residents to read; especially relevant as one 
of the books is all about the former work- 
house in Boxfield Road. 

“Sarah Jones at the library has been fabu¬ 
lous and has put together a wonderful dis-

Pulmart’s Weekly News contacted Ms Pilz, 
asking why she chose Axminster, and if she 
visited the town. 

She replied: “I did visit Lyme Regis but, 
sadly, not Axminster 

“When I began working on Fagin’s Boy, the 
first book in my Oliver & Jack series, I knew 
that, at some point, Oliver was going to have 
to revisit his past by going back into a work- 
house. 

“It seemed crucial to me that, by trial by 
fire, he would start breaking away from his 
fearfulness about workhouses and from his 
own shame. 

“Since in book two Oliver and Jack go to 
Lyme Regis, I thought that this point in the 
story, early on in their relationship, would 
be a good time for that trial by fire. “As I 
planned book three, I looked at the map of 
Dorset and Devon, and laid out my criteria. 

“I needed a location that was close to Lyme 
Regis (walking distance) and had a work- 
house of a certain type that anybody would 
instantly recognise as being a workhouse 
and that felt right to me. 

“I had my eyes on Charmouth, which has 
a great deal of historical information online 
but, alas, it had no workhouse. 

“Then I spied the town of Axminster and 
found that it had the perfect layout, the River 
Axe, and also, a square plan workhouse. 

“Not to mention that the very name of the 
town had a striking, almost fearsome taste 
to it.” 

Speaking about the series as a whole, she 
said: “This book, of all the books in the Oliver 
& Jack series, were written from my heart; I 
have always felt that Oliver had trauma and 
issues about workhouses, and deserved to be 
able to work through them.” 

And there is more Axminster action to come. 

Ms Pilz explained: “In book six, which I’m 


currently working on, Oliver returns to 
Axminster and stays at the George Hotel, 
which has been fun to research. 

“The town as a whole will be redeemed for 
having such a terrible workhouse in its midst. 

“I was flattered and honoured when Paul 
Hayward reached out to me about my book, 
and to see the interest that the library had.” 

Library supervisor Sarah Jones com¬ 
mented: “It is lovely that the further imag¬ 
ined adventures of Oliver Twist are now on 
the shelves at our library since the grim Vic¬ 
torian Axminster workhouse features 
largely in one of the trilogy.” 

“We are very grateful to Christina for her 
kind donation.”

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Residents urged to use local minor injuries unit

A HOSPITAL consul¬ 
tant has urged Honi- 
ton residents to use 
their local Minor In¬ 
juries Unit (MIU) 
wherever possible 
rather than add to 
the pressure on the 
RDE's Emergency 
(A&E) Department. 

At a public meet¬ 
ing organised by 
Honiton Senior 
Voice, Dr Adam 
Reuben, a Consul¬ 
tant and Clinical 
Lead for Honiton 
Minor Injuries Unit 
said it was very im¬ 
portant to keep the 
unit in Honiton and 
'offset the load at 
Exeter which is 
under a lot of pres¬ 
sure.' 

Dr Reuben said: 

'Our MIU at Honiton 
hospital is fully 
staffed and is open 
for 14 hours a day 
from 8am - 10pm, seven days a 
week. Some patients do not seem to 
know this and are travelling to Exeter 
where they may have to wait several 
hours for a minor injury or treatment. 
Some may have difficulty finding 
transport home to Honiton later in 
the evening. 

"In Honiton our skilled staff can usu¬ 
ally see patients within 20 minutes. At 
present we see between 25 to 30 pa¬ 
tients a day but we have the capacity 
to see up to double this. One of the 


limiting factors is that we have limited 
access to X-ray facilities, about nine 
hours a week. But many patients do 
not need an X-ray and for others we 
can sometimes make arrangements 
to return when our facility is staffed. 
We would very much like to have 
more X-ray facilities if we can get 
funding. We cannot deal with all 
emergencies at Honiton but we are 
convinced there are many more pa¬ 
tients we can treat and offset some of 
the load on RD&E Hospital."

Brown thanked Dr Reuben for his very 
positive talk: "When we have worries 
about losing our medical beds at 
Honiton Hospital it is so good to hear 
such a positive encouragement for 
the work of our Minor Injuries Unit 
and their terrific staff. We are lucky to 
have this unit and I urge everyone to 
inform their family and friends to 
make use of the unit should the need 
arise. We do hope it is not a case of 
'use it or lose it' so let the message go 
out from this meeting to our commu¬ 
nity to support our local MIU."

In addition to providing ongoing sup¬ 
port for their young clients, Kerry pro¬ 
cesses referrals, creates workshops and 
delivers them in schools across Devon 
and Somerset. 

She is committed to raising awareness 
and eliminating the stigma surrounding 
mental health issues. 

ARE screens stunting our development? 

During a tidying session last week, I 
came across some old journals from my 
school days. Wanting to do anything but 
finish my spring clean, I made the ill ad¬ 
vised decision to read them. I'm still re¬ 
covering from the cringing. 

There were pages upon pages of self 
reflection and painstaking analysis of the 
ups and downs of my teenage relation¬ 
ships. 

I wondered, in the current age of social 
media and mobile phones, would I still 
have made time to process my thoughts 
and feelings in this way? 

The incredible technology of mobile 
phones, tablets and the virtual world 


they contain have received some nega¬ 
tive press in recent years - from 
the damaging of our brains to our 
driving abilities - and now experts are 
coming to some fairly definitive conclu¬ 
sions around their effect on our mental 
health. 

In a recent viral video regarding 'mil- 
lennials' (people born after 1984), Simon 
Sinek spoke about the dangers of tech¬ 
nology addiction and how they are 
stunting our personal relationships and 
self development. 

When we get a text or notification it 
triggers a release of the happy chemical 
dopamine. 

This is the same, highly addictive, 
chemical that appears in our brain when 
taking cocaine, alcohol and nicotine - 
not to mention, gambling or gaming. 

This little dose of happiness can serve 
as a boost to us when we feel anxious or 
uncomfortable. 

If you are in public, take a look at the 
people around you. I would hazard a 
guess that a large percentage are 
currently exercising their 'scrolling 
thumbs'. 

So often I am approached by parents 
for advice on how they can get their son 
or daughter to put down their 'screens' 
and embark on some real life, human in¬ 
teraction. 

This is a tricky question to answer be¬ 
cause I can see why the screen takes 
preference over the complicated nu¬ 
ances of human communication. It's 
hard work! 

Especially when you are only just be¬ 
ginning the process of getting to know 


yourself. 

If you also add that that the adolescent 
brain is highly sensitive to the effects of 
dopamine, you have the perfect condi¬ 
tions for a compulsive habit that can ex¬ 
tend far into adult life. 

It does seem odd that we have a very 
fixed view of age limits for other highly 
addictive substances, but babies as 
young as two are already able to use an 
iPad. 

This information just doesn't seem to 
be communicated to parents, so how 
could they be expected to know any dif¬ 
ferent? It requires a societal shift in 
thinking. 

I have heard some say that technology 
should be taken away from children and 
young people until they are an adult. 

This feels unrealistic to me and means 
that they won't have the opportunity to 
benefit from all of the educational ele¬ 
ments it provides. Plus, it's really fun! 

As with most things, experts suggest 
that the key to a harmonious relationship 
with our tech is balance. 

Whether it is limiting screen time, ban¬ 
ning phones from the dinner table or the 
'No Tech November' they enforce on the 
children of a community in North Car¬ 
olina - there are things we can all do to 
protect ourselves from the effects of 
technology addiction. 

Thinking back to my journals, I wonder 
if it is any coincidence that I stopped 
writing in them at the same age as I had 
my first mobile phone? 

Perhaps there would have been even 
more skin-crawlingly awkward pages of 
teenage angst to read...

Although the central 
vision becomes blurry 
over a period of time, 
peripheral vision re¬ 
mains unaffected. 

The Macular Society, a 
registered charity sup¬ 
ports people in their 
journey from diagnoses, 
or before (if appropriate) 
via support groups. The 
charity also provides ad¬ 
vocates where treat¬ 
ment is not provided, 
help with complaints 
and a befriending ser¬ 
vice via volunteers, who 
keep in contact weekly 
by telephone. 


Daily supplements 
containing Lutiein are 
available from chemists 
to help the disease and 
regular eye checks can 
help early diagnosis. 

Opticians provide 
practical advice and UV 
wrap around sunglasses 
are recommended to 
protect the eyes. 

The society aided by 
Fight for Sight and the 


Blind Veterans Associa¬ 
tion have launched a 10- 
year programme to both 
research the condition 
and find a cure which 
will save the NHS a vast 
amount of money. 

Injections currently 
cost in the region of 
£600-£800 per eye.

P ECORAMA - home to the Beer Heights 
Light Railway - attracts more than 80,000 
visitors every year, but many won’t re¬ 
alise that the manufacturing business PECO, 
always busy behind the scenes, is really where 
it all began. 

PECO began trading in 1946 when many 
young men were looking to start a new career 
in the difficult days of post-war Britain. Among 
them was Sydney Pritchard, whose innovative 
thinking and life-long passion for model trains 
set his new company on the right track. 

It all started when Sydney was inspired to 
create a new design for an impractical coupling 
device for the new Hornby OO railway system. 
After trying several prototypes, he found a so¬ 
lution and arranged for a patent. Meccano of 
Liverpool agreed to use the coupling device for 
its 00 model railway locomotives, offering a 
royalty of a farthing for each sold, which was 
enough to get the Pritchard Patent Product 
Company off the ground, later being nick¬ 
named the P Company and eventually PECO, 
as it is known today - 71 years later. 

With a particular interest in train track, in¬ 
spired by a childhood spent studying the rail¬ 
way lines surrounding his home in London, 
Sydney got to work creating a variety of new 
products and building up relationships with 
traders. Today, PECO has developed more than 
1,000 products and proudly considers itself to 
be the world’s leading manufacturer of model 
railway track, offering its range in about 400 
model railway shops across the country and ex¬ 
porting to 34 countries around the world. Per¬ 
haps not quite what you’d expect to find set 
high on the hill above the quiet East Devon vil¬ 
lage of Beer. 

It was actually in Branscombe where the 
business was first based, but it later moved to 
Seaton and by the late 1960s, with restricted 
space, the company took on its current site in 
Beer to construct a purpose-built factory, 
which opened over Easter 1971, and in 1973 the 
offices followed suit. 

The new offices were designed to incorporate 
an exhibition of model railways, to inspire en¬ 
thusiasts to pursue their hobby at home no 
matter what space they had available. It was 
hugely popular and it soon became apparent 



that PECO could also make a name for itself in 
the tourist industry. 

A year later, Pecorama was born, with the 7 
y 4 ” gauge Beer Heights Light Railway opened 
by the creator of Thomas the Tank Engine, the 
Reverend Wilbert Awdry. Having started as a 
short line, the track now runs a mile through 
tunnels and around the Pecorama grounds - 
which also include gardens, play areas, mini 
golf, an outdoor stage and restaurants - and of 
course still commands the same stunning 
views across Lyme Bay. 

It was during the exciting times of the early 
1970s that Sydney’s son Michael joined the 
company, and so started a family dynasty 
which has continued to this day. Michael 
moved up the ranks eventually taking over as 
managing director and has recently taken a 
step back to become chairman of the company. 
His nephew Ben Arnold is now taking the busi¬ 
ness into the next generation, while still retain¬ 
ing its charm and the values first instilled by 
Sydney in the 1940s. 

Taking after his grandfather, Ben has always 
had an interest in engineering and joined 
PECO in 2003 having studied automotive engi¬ 
neering. He learnt the production process and 
worked in the design office, eventually becom¬ 
ing manager of the engineering department, 
production manager, engineering director and, 
finally, managing director 18 months ago. 

He says being able to see PECO’s products 
through the entire production process, rather 
than just playing a small part, is what he en¬ 
joys most about the job, adding: “Even if it was 
not the family business, it’s the kind of place I 
would want to work at.” 

It seems his sentiments are shared by many, 
with staff at PECO often remaining loyal to the 
company for many years, some for their entire 
careers. 

“Always different, always the same” - that’s 
how they describe PECO, a traditional, family- 
run company but one that’s always looking to 
the future.

5 Strange Easter Food Traditions 
From Around the World

EASTER involves some weird and fun foods, 
and some global ones might surprise you. 

Whether it's a ham dinner. Peeps, or Cad¬ 
bury Creme Eggs, everyone has certain 
foods he or she thinks of when it comes to 
Easter — even those folks who don't cele¬ 
brate the religious holiday. However, this is 
a very ethnocentric view of Easter eats, so 
in the spirit of multiculturalism, it's time for 
a lesson on the holiday's traditions around 
the world. 

Here are five examples from around the 
world that deserve to be in the running: 

Butter Lamb: In Poland and parts of Rus¬ 
sia, it's traditional to have a butter lamb as 
the centerpiece of Easter dinner. No, this 
isn't some type of butter-heavy way to cook 
lamb, but instead a giant hunk of butter 
that has been sculpted into the shape of a 
lamb. The lamb represents the beginning 
of spring, and the butter represents an easy 
way to give yourself a holiday heart attack 
— or something like that. 

Chocolate Bilbies: Remember that clas¬ 
sic episode of The Simpsons where the 
family visits Australia and Bart leaves be¬ 
hind a bullfrog that destroys their ecosys¬ 
tem by excessively breeding and eating all 
of the country's crops? That's pretty much 
how Australians actually feel about rabbits. 
Instead of celebrating Easter with bunny 
symbolism, they use a bilby, which is a 
small marsupial with large ears and a long, 
pointed nose. The animal is now endan¬ 
gered (thanks in part to those wascally 
wabbits), and has been subsequently incor¬ 
porated heavily into Easter traditions — in-

eluding the eating of chocolate bilbies in¬ 
stead of bunnies. Doesn't make too much 
of a difference in the end though; once you 
bite the head off, it's all the same. 

Easter Bread: Poland is back with another 
funky Easter tradition. However, it doesn't 
have to do with the actual food itself, but 
rather its preparation. In Poland, men don't 
help prepare the customary Easter bread 
because an old wives tale says if any dough 
gets in their mustaches, they will turn grey 
or the bread won't rise. Of course, clean¬ 
shaven men are probably safe, but we'd 
wager that an awful lot of Polish men mys¬ 
teriously start growing facial hair every 
March. 

Lamb's Stomach Soup: In Greece, when 
people are hungry after Easter Sunday 
mass, they return home to fill their stom¬ 
achs with... another stomach. Lamb stom¬ 
ach, to be precise. Also known as patsas or 
tripe soup, the dish is often seasoned with 
red wine vinegar and garlic, or thickened 
with avgolemono (egg-lemon sauce). In¬ 
dulge too much on Easter wine? Patsas is 
also supposed to be a great hangover cure. 

Murderous Milk: Sure, milk isn't really a 
food (unless you freeze it into milk cubes 
and crunch away), but we couldn't resist in¬ 
cluding this tidbit. In Norway, it's traditional 
for families to read or watch murder mys¬ 
teries together at Eastertime. Not only do 
TV stations and publishers in Norway coor¬ 
dinate their programming for these activi¬ 
ties, but milk companies actually make 
special cartons with mini murder mysteries 
printed on them. This is par for the course 
in Norway, but to people in America it 
might look a bit twisted, as photos of miss¬ 
ing children used to be put on the sides of 
milk containers.

ON THE SHOWBIZ BEAT 

The struggle 
with objectivity 
as a theatre critic 


IT’S VERY easy in this 
job to get caught up in the 
excitement of a glam¬ 
orous West End press 
night. We are given free 
tickets, free booze and 
are often surrounded by 
celebrities, but is that re¬ 
ally the best way to be ob¬ 
jective about the show 
you're critiquing? 

Don’t get me wrong, 
walking on a red carpet 
can have its attractions, 
but after the first few 
times, you begin to re¬ 
alise you can get a much 
more rounded view of 
show if you visit on an¬ 
other night. 


I used to be mortified if 
I didn’t make it onto the 
A-list and had to see a 
show on a different night, 
but now I actually prefer 
it. You’re more likely to 
get two tickets, so you 
can take a friend, you 
don’t have to dress up, so 
are more able to sit com¬ 
fortably, and there’s no 
pressure to post your re¬ 
view at the same time as 
everyone else. 

I also think it's much 
easier to focus on the 
show you are watching 
rather than being swept 
up in the showbiz ma¬ 
chine, with the peer pres¬ 


sure of being amongst 
other critics and the feel¬ 
ing you should somehow 
take their ideas into con¬ 
sideration. 

With this in mind, I 
watched the new revival 
of 42nd Street this week- 
the day after press night- 
and I thought it was 
fairly bland. I was there¬ 
fore surprised by many of 
the critic’s reviews and 
can’t help but wonder if 
they had been whipped 
into frenzy by seeing a 
member of the Royal 
Family (The Duchess of 
Cambridge was in atten¬ 
dance) and their opinions

were perhaps affected by 
the occasion. 

A lot of money has been 
thrown at the production 
to make up for its distinct 
lack of real substance and 
for me the phrase “You 
can’t polish a turd, but 
you can roll it in glitter” 
perfectly applies. 

I must quickly state that 
I’m hugely grateful for 
every ticket I get and I'm 
fully aware there are 
thousands of people who 
would give their eyeteeth 
to be given the opportu¬ 
nity to see West End 
shows for free. 

We are over a barrel 
however. Us minnows 
need to see the big shows 
in order to encourage 
traffic to our publica¬ 
tions, so we are often left 
in a quandary. If we are 
negative about a produc¬ 
tion, we may not be in¬ 
vited to the next one and 
yet if we are not honest, 
we can never hope for 
any credibility from our 
readers. 


I also worry that if the 
piece of theatre is of a 
more intellectual nature, 
my obvious lack of educa¬ 
tion might mean my re¬ 
view could be viewed as 
invalid. 

It's hard not to be influ¬ 
enced by other more es¬ 
tablished critics and to 
instead remain steadfast 
in your own opinions, 
but I feel with my writ¬ 
ing, that I’m representing 
a niche of theatre fans; 
ordinary people, who 
make up a large propor¬ 
tion of the theatre view¬ 
ing public. 

Next week, I’m off to an¬ 
other big budget perform¬ 


ance as I head to the Lon¬ 
don Coliseum to see one 
of my all time favourite 
musicals, Carousel, which 
stars Katherine Jenkins 
and Alfie Boe. 

I’m then very excited to 
be going to an intimate 
performance by multi 
Tony Award Winner 
Audra McDonald at the 
Leicester Square The¬ 
atre. Audra has recently 
appeared in the film ver¬ 
sion of Beauty and the 
Beast and will reprise the 
role of Billie Holiday 
later this year in the West 
End production of Lady 
Day at Emerson’s Bar 
and Grill.
